Inbred guppiom do tend to lona mizo and vigor for various ren- 
nonn, and thin is anothor rcanon it ie important to breed an many 
finh'in oach generation as ponsible, because electing the mont Vig- 
oroun and largest will tend to prevent such vrobloma. I'd almo like 
to montion that although many bad charactorinticn are recessive, that 
1н not to may that all are, or that all good traita are dominant. 
Also, there aro other nodes of inheritance than simplo dominant-ro- 
conalve typos. Yor example, rome traite aro duo to a particular com- 
bination Of genus that are not alike, and inbreeding olimlnatem thia. 

0, dominance is not alsaya complote, so that a given dominant gene 
may not always completely mack the effect of another gene, I could 
go on at length, but the roador demiring more information can road 
books on clemontary genetice. I have heard people say that guppies 
don't inhorit their characterintion in the samo way that othor ani- 
mole do, but this in so much nonsenno, Guppy genetica is complex, 
T11 admit, but in every cane where the mode of inheritance for a 
guppy characteristic haa been studied enough to work it out, it has 
been found to follow the samo "laws! ав are operative in other animals, 
І think the reason for the idea that guppios aro different ie lack of 
knowledge of just how complex the inheritance of a particular trait 
can be,

JUDGING TUE FEMALE GUPPY by Tom Allen and Stan Shubel 


To be classed as a female, a guppy muat show a gravid spot and not sport a 
gonopod lug, ‘one or both 


sone black/half-black females as the gravid spot may not be readily visable and may 
blend in with the dark body color, 


As with the male, one can quickly determine which class a female belongs with 
the help of the following chart; 


The half-black and gold ar iw the final 
separation, caudal color 1s taken into consideration, If however, there is an 
albino class this would be the first demining factor, A female must show 511 
of the primary color to avoid disqualification, Obviously, the quality of the 
lighting can be a determing factor in the amount of primary color a fish shows, 
Becuase a female {з from а red strain does not necessarily mean she vill pass the 
color test and not be disqualified, н 


Fron time to time, confusion occurs on combined color classes such as the 
Blue/Green female (and the Blue/Green Bicolor class in the case of wales), The 
slash separating the two colors implies the fish can be blue, can be green but 
naad not be both blue and green, But suppose both blue and green were present = 
аз long a» the total percentage of all remaining colors is lous than 49%, the fish 
should not be disqualified, lowever, those other colora are considered as an ab- 
nce of the primary color and you would point the fish down accordingly when con- 
midering caudal color, 


At a recent Judging seminar, one of the participants asked where an Albino 
(cod or pink eye) female with a red caudal vould be entered 1f no Albino female 

Class vere available, Using the chart, we'd see that she would have to be put into 
the red class (an unusual situation since oue thinks of the red class as being 
made up of gray-bodied fish) since she is not a black, not a half-black, not a 
gold and haz at least 513 of red in the caudal, The same vould hold true for a 
Bronze bodied fish which would be classified according to the caudal color if there 
1a no Bronze clas 


To avoid being redundant, guidelines, definitions, etc,, which are discussed 
Ха the chapters on Judging the male, vill not be repeated hore, It is recommended 
that you review these chapters (printed in the IPGA Judging Booklet and in issue 
of the IFCA Bulletin) before continuing with chin article, 


Judging the Body (Shape) 


Because of its major importance in the overall scheme, body shape as a judging 
category in the female has been given an additional 6 points over the points for 
body shape in the male, Unfortunately, at tines ve tend to be too lentent and 
Place a badly shaped female higher in the results than she should be, Let's face 
it, an В or 9 point loss because of poor body shape should definately keep a fish 
out of the running, Occasionally, you are asked to judge a female who {з obviously

“too pregnant" having a body so distorted it looks like a ball-bearing with 
a tail, This fish vould score low in body shape, The opposite condition is also 
possible; that ia, a female's body depth (thiclness) may not be їп proportion to 
her length also scoring low shape points, You should also pay close attention to 
the peduncle area in a female as a weak peduncle area (again, not in a pleasing 
proportion to the shape of the body) would be reason to dock the Fish in shape 
points, 


Any female having an excellant shape would receive 9-10 points; a good shape, 
7-8 points; fair shape, 4-6 points; poor shape, 1-3 points, The lth point is held 
back for the exceptional fish, Any shape vould get the minium of 1 point, Note 
that Lt to still possible for two females each with а fair shape to still be two 
points apart, 


Te ds quite probable that any fish receiving lov body shape pointa would also 
score low in aymmetry (the overall pleasing appearance of the fish) an a poorly 
shaped body certainly ian't pleasing to the eye, Most shov females fall in the 
1-0 point range in body ahape, 


Judins the Body (Sine)... 


Judging body sie on a male has become virtually routine since the establish- 
ment of the alze-point relationship, The same sort of relattonsh{p can be set up 
for the female as ta outlined in the table balov, 


Yor females less than 1 3/4", you would domn-point accordingly. 1f 2k" acem 
extremely large compared to the li" standard set for ales, Just remember that 

1) females are larger than males and 2) we are developing 4 standard, It 4a al 
together possible that the male standard will have to be increnaed due to the largo 
numbers of show fish approaching the maximun ise, Probably the moet appropriate 
meaning of the vord 'otandard' 1з ideal = that which all of us as breeders should 
strive for,

Yor the most part, female body color is non-existent, For this reason only 
A points are available, Regardless of the number of points, ve still use the 
density and intensity technique of assigning points. Only 4 female with excep- 
tlonal color could receive 4 points; good color, 3 points; fair color, 2 points; 
and little or no color, 1 point, If ve consider the fish being shown today, vir- 
tually all would receive minium body color pointe with the possible exception of 
blacks and an occasional gold with a secondary body color, Taking note that the 
Half-Black must have enough half-black body color for class determination,

Excellent body condition vould warrant 4 pointe, 3 points would be given for 
good body condition, 2 for a fair condition, and az a minimum, Seldom vould you

Our standards on the female caudal recognises three widely differing shapes 
namely, the round, the shark tail, and the delta tail, To receive high shape 
pointe, the female caudal must compare favorably with our perception of an ideal 
caudal, The round tail should have smooth rounded corners uhile the corners on the 
delta tail should be cquared-off much like the caudal on a delta-tatled male, 
Rounded edges may also be evident on the shark tail. The most common fault 1а the 
incomplete formation of the lower quarter of the caudal as the illustration shove:

selective breeding, ve began to aea females in our shows whose caudalo vere far 
too large and no longer were in proportion, The delegates voted to change the 
standard, For females having the correct proportion, caudal size translates ae 
follows;

severe havoc because so much of what we see in guppies 1s cyclic - down ona year

Consider the example of a female with a 2" body and а 3/4" caudal being 
Judged against a more proportional (1k" body and 3/4" caudal) but smaller fish,

Split raya, teil rot, and general rapgedness are typical of the female caudal 
condition probleme we face ao Judges, ilowever, if wo, abstractly divide the caudal 
into quarters (an iu suggested wo do with the male) and allot one point for each 
good section, ve reduce thia to a sinple exercise, Remember to keep that 5th 
point ao a "Kicker" for that exceptional fish, 


Wining the Dorsal (Фере). 


The female dorsal chould regemblo the male dorsal in shape with a slight 
marroving at the trailing end, The illustrations below indicate how the 4 pofnte 
would be allocated,

^ doroal, in the propor shape, which reaches 3/4" in length vould be given 
the maximum of 7 size points, Were ve to measure the height of thie doraal we'd

but bring the worms to the surface to be caught thus not disturbing their nest 
again, Mow put aaide а plastic shoa box or any other plastic container filled 
with earth, strav or dried grass, alvaya keoping this motat but not too wet,. 
Eaxthworna only eat on the roota of grace never the tops, Remove enough worms so 
you do mot run out for at least а month, When the frost sots im, forget them till 
Spring.

Anyone that haa been raising guppies for a fev years amd hao beon in om sone 
of the diacuaotona that are carried on at the shove will find that the conversation 
nooner or later will turn to the Blue clasa, Every nov and then you vill hear the 
mane of "Hutter" mentioned, I myself have often vondered what contribution he had 
given to the Blue guppy that hio name ia oo often mentioned, I found this little 
bit of information that 1 thought interesting, 


Ohio Blues = 1959 = These blues were large with a heavy body, large flaring 
tail of the broad tail clasa, Color, a bright to medium dark blue, quite iridescent, 
under bright Light, This extended up into the body of the male fih. Fenale fiah 
wore vory large and recognizable by dark colored tail, pale pray body, in sone 

cases the nale fish vould shade into the green or violet color, 


Thesa fish vere fron а strain that waa well distributed in the Cleveland, Ohio 
area, including outlying citlos and muburbs, Orginally, there were known as the 
"Pate Hutter" strain of bluss, The pentlemdn at that tine vas deceared(069) but 
the atrain vao being carried on by Ма vife, who lived in Bay Village, Obio, The 
off shoots of thin atrain were being worked to zone extent by moat everyone vit 
fancy guppies in the entire otate of Ohio, Most shows were well represented vith 
some spacinens of thio fish, 


Interesting to aay the leat and possibly thia haz Jogued а fev memories, Че 
would be interested to hear fron anybody that might be able to mhed a little more 
Light on the history of the "Hutter Dluea, Possibly if ve could get enough mat- 
erial on the little known and interesting lacte, we could have a monthly article,

The very basic root of most split tails can be said to be based on tvo things, 
roughly speaking 1) An up-aurge im the amount and kind of bacteria in а tank; 

2) а radical change in the vater composition and this can be either or both.a water 
hardness change, or an acidity/alkalinity (P,M,) change, There are other ponai- 
bilities when one is talking about frayed tails, but these are genetic in most 
Cases and are an entirely diferent matter, 


А frustrating further aspect of this problem is that sone specific atraina of 
Gupptea will split their tails for so little cause that it {e difficult to really 
prevent it, BUT, those same strains will often re-grov the split in ouch a short

OU BARLY HISTORY OP GOLD-PICHEHTED GUPPILS by Uslt Malloy 


1 have boon researching the little aquariua literature available to me for 
information on Bronze puppies, In copies of "The Aquarium" magazineu from the 
вау 60's chere are Mz, Hartung's ads for Dronze guppies and Little else, The 
50's produced no information, but during that time I worked schedules that left 
time for my fish and little time to read anything except technical journals, 46 
do not have too complete a magasins collection from that period, 


1 struck pay dirt in the April, 1935 "Aquarium Magazine", Mr, Fredirick H, 
Stoys wrote an excellant article on the Gold guppy, and I beleive, the parent 
train of cur Bronze fish, The high points of the Stoye article Í will try to 
summarize here, Apparently, golden guppies occurred almost simultaneously in the 
tanka of several European breeders, Wr, Stoye did not give dates, but very pro" 
bably the carly 201 I would guesa by inference 


In the Bohemia region of Crechalovakia a variety occurred which ме пом call 
"blonde", or elue vas a distinct line of transparent gold, The fish are deacribed 

being almost glasaily transparent and practically colorless except for a faint 
golden tinge, The backs vere said to be faintly olive in strong light, with othor 
male body colors boing very light, Some of the males had elongated cnudale and 
daroala, There vere no retievaltion outlining any of the body scales on either 
males of females, At the tine of the writing nene of these fish vere available in 
this country, These were probably the fore-runners of our blonde varitios but 
considering the vay sowe lines change with time, there is probably no мау to know

i and маа exceptionally strong on the back and upper part of the females, 
(It should be noted here that the ‘specie’ part of the genetic name for the guppy = 
Poecilid reticulata = (Lebistes reticulatus) vac given to these fish bocnuoe of tho 
reticulation, or netted appearance, of the fish's scale outline, 


Dark arena vere present on the dorsals and caudate of sone females, and appar- 
ently, were only intermittently visible, Male colors were said to be mich stronger 
than dn the Bohemian line and scales vere outlined in black as in the females, 


Sone of the Svedish fish vere available in this country in the early thirties, 
and a Line of these vero kept by Stoye, Nis males had patterned lyre-taila with 

а large variety of body colors and tints, Colors were described as "soft but 
vivid", Dorsal fins were chiefly colored red, The Line had apparently been in- 
bred for some timo since pattern colors, amd fine did not vary fron fish to ish 
bot were wall fixed, 


I beleive this Line of gold to be the fore-runner of the Bronte and gold- 
pigmented, non-transparent Lines ve nov bave, I say this because {f you darken 
the Fredlin fish a little, paint the fin-rays in black, add a snakeskin pattern 
to the body of the males, you have a copy of one of my bronze snakeskin lines 

Take avay the reticulation and you have a golden line I am trying to establish.

QUT-CROSSING, ADDING RUCESSIVES, UTNE-mmEEDING by George Me Groskey 


Any guppy nut with poorer guppies than he would prefer will always come up 
with the comment on the drop of a hat that "His stack needs nev blood." or in other 
words, a couple of new fish to add into his own would likely cure things very 

nicely, On which coment, a lot of mis-representation can, and often does, happen. 


For the sake of the subject at hand, lets say you just happen to be one of 
the people as stated in paragraph опе and you wish to obtain some "new" quality 
guppies for the purpose of breeding with your ovn, IP you fellow the general trend, 
all you actually wish is sone new guppies that 1) LOOK better than your own and are 
of approximately the sane color, and 2) those are within your means financially and 
otherwise, I think that past experience will show that the average guppy hobby- 
dat assumes that once he can fulfill the above two needs, from then оп, he vill 
have it "mado", To which statements I can safely say that this assumption їз one 
heck of a poor vay to proceed, except for the occasional individual vho has more 
luck than ia good for hia, 


Like mont everything that gives full returns for the money, any пем blood 
that {s added to existing guppies now on hand, a little advance planning and thought 
УШ be well worth the tims and trouble taken. The old tine vay of breading guppies 
"by guess and by golly" may be ntill used by those that have no better information 
to go on, but the modern methods of guppy breeding still makes the best sense and 
given the highest revarda, 


1t 40 only natural to vant a пем guppy male that {з highly colored, with a 
wide, triangulareahaped tail and think this ta the exact kind to add into your own 
fich. However, without some sort of back-ground information on the parentage of 
the Fish, it vill be some montha before you can know for suro what you actually 
have, AE best, if the guppy is totally unknown to you, the chances are 50-50 

that you will even be able to get young (by use of your ovn females) from ouch a 
mating, Chances are even more slim that any resulting young will be an inprove- 
ment to what you would normally have, It all narrows down to the fact that the 
truth about puppien ia that seldom do they broed ав you wish, or can reliably fore- 
cant, With unknown stock, and with doubtful genetic back-ground, observing the 
offespríng vhen and 1f, these appear, Perhaps a few personal examples, all true, 
WT better put across what I am trying to say, 


I мав sent sone excellent appearing blue deltas one tine, The breeder who 
furnished these van best known for these blues and it took some persuasion to get 
ное of then, On arrival, they did look good, but somehow I had the feeling the 
fish were not as they appeared, 5o, I did not attempt to blend them into my ovn 
blue stock (Iam really not strong on blue guppies anyway) It took two generations 
of the strain to show up the discrepancy, They vere heavily mixed with pale red 
guppies and later on, I heard the man out-cronaed with reds at intervals to main- 
tain the proper shade of blue, A person buying these fish, and using thom to add 
mew blood to his cvm pure blues, would likely end up with the most mixed up con- 
Wlomeration of colors to where he would be worse off than he vas when he started, 


Just recently, two members exchanged guppies of a particular color, The less 
experienced of the two noted that the second generation of the fish he had gotten 
Were all appearing vith ragged tails, He immediately thought of disease, auch as 
tall rot, or vitamin deficiency, or something similar, However, he did inquire to 
the other person in the trade who admitted the fish vere originally from a strain 
of swordtail guppies not too far removed, This then, vas the apparent tendency of 
the young to revert tovarde the sore dominant swordtail trait, А not uncommon 
occurance BUT one that can be misleading if not knova about, Let me take this 
trend one step further,

Sone years back, when triangular tails were first appearing in small percent- 
ages of the more-common veil-tail guppies, someone noted that the strains that 
shoved up with the best triangle taila alaye seemed to show a very few male fish 
With sone type of svordtail, Of course, like so many new things are, this was 
"laughed off", joked about, and discounted as pure coincidence, Only а very few 
bresders kept quiet, watched closely, and did some experimenting and observation 
io sec if avordtatl genes could be used to make better delta puppies, IP any real 
progresa has been made in this direction, scientifically speaking, I have not 
heard of 10, BUT any guppy breeder of note agrees that amy strain of guppies that 
showa up with an occasional swordtail male, is usually the best available, On the 
other hand, if one deliberately adds in more swordtail matinga, the tail quality 
VIL show it very quickly as mentioned in the former example, Apparently, it is 
one of the marrow paths a guppy breoder must tread to do bent--juot allow а amall 
trace of svorütall tratt to mix tn, but not enough to become по dominant an to 
effect tail strength and quality, My ovn private opinion, for whatever thie im 
worth, io that the original straina of guppy formerly used to make wide tailed 
‘guppies, always vere the very опе to naturally tend tovarde avorda, If anyone 
reading this can go away back when fancy guppies wore quite poor (comparitively) 
and well mixed vith common guppy types, always sone male fih appeared with the 
typical swordtaila, The sane thing could be said for will puppies back then--if 
enough fish vere there to pick from, svordeail types could be distinguished, ven 
closer to home, 12 you carefully observe a top, bottom, or double-svord male шуру, 
and they are reasonably good, they have a good angle on the typical swords in the 
caudal, IF you can imapine this ороп apace betveon the pointa a» filled in, in- 
a vide tailed (oven nearedelta~shaped) fish. 


About three yora ago, I read the theory that the addition of 014 (or even 
albinos) to any fancy guppy strain vould help to eliminate color mixtures and dine 
erepanctes, However, Lt vas quickly shown that the use of albinos wan hard to do 
fan they vere scarce, extremely hard to breed, not of the tail quality of moat proy 
guppy kinda, and the addition of albino genes tended to weaken the atrain in a 
number of directions, In comparision, gold guppies had flaws, too, but in a very 
different direction, 


Not many people cared to bread gold guppies, While small-tailed, gold guppies 
wore fairly easy to procure, vide tailed kinds were quite hard to come by, were 
чаша11у of ized parentage, amd combining them vith your beat rede for the pur- 
pose of eliminating black coloring vas only temporary at best.,.vith the side-effect 
of decreasing tail width , inferior or leas than true-bred gold stock, Also, 
people tried the opposite approach and attempted to add exotic colors to the gold 
bodied puppies vith less than spectaculor success for quite avhile, However, if 
enough people persevere, and enough exchanges of puppies take place eventually 
success of one sort or the other hag to take place, 


‘The best example, pulled from my own experience, {в the original half black 
guppies with a black tail, These alnoot invariably vere mixed acmevhere along the 
line with both gold guppies and albino ones, But, both kinds usually showed up in 
quite small percentages, usually one waa lucky to see two light colored fish 
(mala or feme) in a hundred baby half blacks. Which proved they were an ex- 
tremely recessive type either dus to being far back in the ancestry аз compared to 
the half blacks on hand, or that the half black colored effectively supreased the 
Lighter colors, Speaking fer myself, it seemed to bo a little of both and it took 
а lot of patience and tine (plus tanka) to get either strain (half blacks or 
golds) to inbreed enough to where unable amounts vould appear, Which brings up 
another point, 
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олт-сдоозшв,.... 
The coloring of gold guppies 1а recessive to the more normal, grey body 
coloring of guppies, This simply maana that the gold color vill got appear im 
the resulting young guppiea from such a cross, But, if one takes a malo and fo- 
male fron theae cane mixed breed fish, sate thon together, then you will get gold 
colored guppieo, The amount of these hao been well worked out by laws of heredity, 
and it follows closely to these laws IY one takes the time to save, count and 
classify the baby guppies (22% golds, 75% prey guppies, second generation) Any 
reliable book on guppy bresding, or genetic volume vill give you this information 
20 I won't bother to repeat the facts, To bo brief, the percentages of golden 
young obtained by breeding brother guppies to sister guppies will gradually in- 
crease with the amount of inbreeding if you have the desire to wake a strain of 
truc-breeding gold guppies, 


By this time I can Just hear the reader's complains, "What will I gain by 
out-croasing to gold guppieo! Jo taking it a logical atop at a cine, here ia 
what one can reasonably expect to get, provided such Ls wanted, 


Iybeidising, in it's fullest meaning, ia the aet of cross breeding two un- 
related эрес{ев to produco "hybrida", (The mating of a female horae to a male 
donkey, with the end product being a mule-hybeid {а опе such example), Regratt~ 
ably, no real (or accurate) hybridizing of guppies hao ever been done to my imow- 
Ledge with thio meaning a cross to some other type of fish, Помеуег, the деега- 
lisod of making hybrids i commonly used with fancy guppies in meaning to cross two 
strains of guppios that are not related to one another (but are still guppies), 

To get maximun effects from such a croas in terna of vigor, increased body aiza, 
variation in coloring, or to "cure" partial sterility, it {4 beat to use two puppy 
types that are an far removed from one another a» possible, yet will make a gompa- 
iile miting, (lote: In using the term "compatible", it amply means that the ond 
resulta of the mating vill give the wanted results, duch "hybrid" crosses are often 
Ones that give inferior resulta, or uncompatible ones), Dy uso of golden guppios, 
the two kinds of zuppies are removed from one another, genetically speaking, а 
pousible with only albino guppies being further removed. Therefore, a cr. 

normal prey guppy strain to a normal gold strain, will at the very least, poten- 
tially give maximum hybrid progress, This effect will be almost imediatoly evi- 
dent in the baby fish as thay will appear larger amd usually more active, 


‘the mixing of gold and grey guppies has mere far-reaching effects than the 
more immediate ones an stated above, loyover, it is only fair to mention that it 
does take nome time (аз measured in generations of guppies from the mixture) to s 
the more effective results, 1 am sorry to вау that I cam not give reasons to why 
thase effects happen, or even pive plaucible theories, I have Juot noted they do, 


Intenaifying of color, Breeders who ratry puppies ín somewhat acid water, or 
water that ray lack certain mineralo (but yet be fairly hard) will often complain 
about guppy coloration going "off" into other shades, Red, for example, going in- 
to pink or orange shades, lal? blacks or 3/4 blacka with red taila, often be- 

come a lighter blue rather than tha wanted dusky black, (Or a charcoal grey), 
Groon fish may fade out to a vhitish blue, blue guppies into a mixture of pale 

blue with either clear areas in the color, or into yellow, Other colors not speci- 
ficslly mentioned may become blotched, of a dull, rather than Intense coloration, 
Irrigardleas of the changes, they are not those wanted, While mixing in a bit of 
gold guppy may not be a cure-all fer these ailments, it certainly vill help if 
enough generations of fish are carefully kept and cultivated, Generally speaking, 
only one grey-gold crono will be needed for the effecta to accumulate, It would

seen that while the golden genes are recessive to most of those normaly associated

Vigor, Most any fancy guppy breeder knave that with continued breeding of any 
color of fancy puppy, the fish 1s apt to become smaller, less active, possibly semi- 
sterile, and often, with a losa in body size, An outcroos to а related strain {з 
the answer most often given to cure these Illa, but iÉ this out-cross ic to a 

strain of related golds, the effects vill be more spectacular, longer lasting, and 
leas apt to inadversely effect the coloration, One personal exanple that I have 
been carefully watching is а red strain that 1 got in a trade, At the time of 
trading, I knew almost nothing about it, had no idea the line carried gold guppies 
and knew only vaguely of the strains origin, Twelve generations later, vith close 
inbreeding, a good percentage of golds appear regularly, but even more important, 
the red coloration lo excellent, tail width and shape is even better than ex= 
pected and lt is one of the moat active stéains of guppies I have, 


Color clarity, To most guppy people vho are active shov partieipanto, purity 
of color comes very close to the top in wanted characteristics, In the pant two 
yearo, most breeder-entrante have been specialising in improving color and thin 
has brought up аспе odd theories, From my ovn peroonal observations, all colora 
of guppies I koop on hand have bean seon to hold color bettor, hold it longer, and 
be purer in the опо single color in the caudal and dorsal IF they have soma gold 
menos in the line, Ascumins that ay own experiences are not unique, I vould aup- 
pone thio same factor vould help ochera, 


Breading cipo, Av awpgested before, one good reason for most guppy people 
mot taking more advantage of out-crosaing, 10 the lack of pood, and reliable 
breading-type guppies to use, In the ease of golden puppies, those are even moro 
— Gupploa rom comercial sources are often chonappotnting, thone bought at 
show auctions seldom good for breeding purposes, and I regret to nay, puppy people 
needing new ntoc for making shovfieh, extremely suspicious of strangers, Thore- 
Tore, with the quality of ctrange guppies one ia likely to obtain, out-crooues ari 
seldom vhat they could be, This ia still no reason why they cannot be made to 
vorke-all it takes [o more patience, Rather than seeing muccoos in the firot 
young from such a огоо it may be far better in the long run to keep tha fich, 
Watch tham closely, then the best reaulte may appear in the second, or later, 
generations, Thi» Laformation I have mentioned а Сем tines before but it cer- 
tainly beara repeating, Sueceas with puppies doos mot come over-night, or even in 
а year, except in canon of extremo luek, or a lot of sktl), 


1f you as а breeder desire to add in а Little gold stock to your own I suggest 
you watch local pet shops, Florida fish farms sell a lot of gold guppies, but 
seldom are those likely to look good, or be in the same category at show stock, 
These still can be useful to ugo an out-erossea аз they usually aro quite true- 
breeding for what they show, 


One attribute about gold guppies that may not be fully realized, А gold 
guppy crossed to another gold guppy will give all golds, It does not matter how 
many timen this sane gold hae been blended vith grey guppies, he/she will still be 
true breeding for one thing--the gold coloration, Naturally, this can be mixed 
ав to caudal, or dorsal colora, or even with portions of the body being colored,

Over the years we've all read articles on how we Firat got into the hobby, or 
about our fish rooms, or вова aspect of breeding our fah, I thought an interest- 
imp article might be how some of us Firat acquired sone of our strains and what we 
do to improve them or keep them up. I've decided to write this article about my 

Solid Snakeskin strain using everyday language - nothing in depth or complicated. 


The way I got started with my anakeskins vas really thru ay wife, You 
she enjoys knowing I'm in my fich room but that's about it, One day about б or 

7 увага ago ме were visting Sheila and Terry Uasylink, Terry's fish room мав 
picture perfect as were his fish, At that tine Terry vas running about 5-6 strains 
and it was very easy to burn up а Sunday afternoon Just talking guppies, When my 
wife, Curis, came downstairs I gave her a tour of Terry's room, As we looked fron 
tank to tank she went thru her usual "Dh, those axe nice", When we cane along, to 
Terry's strain of T11ig's anakeskine she looked at me and said, "I really Like 
these fish = what kind are they?" That мав the most response I ever got out of 
her over guppies, I thought by getting some of these snakes fron Terry I would 
entice her into the ftoh room a little more, Maybe enough for 1 or 2 feedings a 
day. 


At the timo I brought them home I planned on Just keeping a tank or two around 
the fish room just to look at. But it didt take Long for then to beomo my 
Favorite, I think the first thing that I did with them that really got mo going 
wae when I crosned a mako malo to a aolid green female, It was a great feeling 
to see all tho 2-3 month old males developing their cale pattern, Out of that 
lat croan I saved 2 males and backeroased them to the pure green females again, 

In this 2nd generation сгова they again all cane up snakoskina, only in thin batch 
thoro маз a drastic improvement in their dorsal and caudal color, 


A rundown to this point on the males goog like this, The lut male vhich T 
acquired from Terry, had good body size; good color on the body; the caudal vas 
a powdery blue with a white warbling going theu it, The dorsal vas not good in 
size or color, 


The lat generation after the original cross produced males with much brighter 
and more solid colored caudalo, (I did mot low at that time it vas an advantage 
to have solid tails), It vas at this point, Terry саве over and informed me of 
the advantages to solid tailed males, It seemed like the only logical thing to 
do мар try another cross back to the pure green strain, 


The 2nd erosa produced 100% solid blue green epakeskin males, The dorsala 
vere larger and color vas leaning tovard Light green, At this point I bred brother 
to sister, I мав afraid another backcross might lose the snake pattern, The fry 
from the brother-slater crosa produced dark green sales but with some vhite fringe 
оп the caudale, It van at this point I aet up а breeding routine of breeding the 
snake males to the solid green strain for 2 generations, the Jrd generation poen 
brother to sister = then the process is repeated over again, 


When 2 lost my Green strain I switched to Shubel Blue females, The first fev 
generations of this cross produced uneven caudale on the males, Selective breedii 
cleared up that problem, Naturally, though, my green snakes turned to blue smaken, 
but the solid color stayed which ia the inportant thing.

I've tried other crosses over the yoars with my snakes, Опе was а snake 
male crossed to a black female, First goncration-peeduced SOT snakes = 50% 
X black ADC'a, The snake males чеге evenly divided Into 3 color groupo - one: 
third blue, one-third green and on-third purple, All had very good caudal size - 
Better than average, but on the пале hand, all had very small off color dorsals. 


Аа with all Guppy Breeders I enjoy crossing strains, Snakeskins for me are 
something I've been able to crosa with very good results, I've turned powder blue 
snakes to green snakes to solid dark blue snakes, I've crossed thea juse about 
every vay imaginable, I'm now in the process of turning my blue snakes back to 
соеп snakes, The lat croan produced varigated greens, The second backcross should 
Produce some solid green snakeskin males, Another thing I om going to start ex- 
Derimenting with io multi colored snakes, 'I have mo idea how long this project 
WAIL tae, But there £a much excitement vith each cross wondering what the salen 
will grow into, 


What I've tried to put dom here on paper are anavers to questions I ask my- 
self when I see certain strains on the show bench, Questions like "ho'a fish 
fare these!" "horo did they pet the strain?” "Ia it a pure strain or are they 
hybrida?" 1f you aro a breeder out there vith an established strain = Why not 
put down on paper with a little description -

P.S, Frank Chang, of California, told me he may start writing articles about 
fish rüono he's had the chance to visit from Coast to Const when he moved out Went, 
Mr. Chang has probably seen more Guppy Rooma than anyone in the IPGA, Wis articles 
should be most interesting,

home = after а 25% Vater chango weekly you begin to raise the depth of the water 
to the level of 2 inches from the top with one filter going ín back of the tank, 
Once your guppies range from 4 to 5 months of age, place only 5 to 7 males ín 
your 10 gallon tank = 12 males in your 15 gallon tank, We are speaking of long 
tanks not high, No females can be added to che male tanks, Females can be placed

You might be wondering what this has to do with hump backs and deformed

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GUPPIES AHD LIGHTINC-PLANTS by George B, MeCroskey 
As with most tropical fish raised indoors, artificial Lighting can be one of 
the biggest costa, This is especially if you decide aquatic plants should be come 
bined with the fish themselves, So let us attempt to explain the why's and why 
mot's of guppies and the lighting used with them, I remember well some years back 
during a visit to a prominent guppy breeder with many tanks the lack of good light 
ing over the fish, Та fact it vas so poor that it vas hard to soe the fish the 
selves after dark, In asking the reason for this the man explained that all the 
light that wa» actually needed with guppies vas enough for them to see to eat with, 
бер41езв to say there vere no growing plants in these tanks, Since then I hı 
found that a good percentage of guppy breeders keep the tank Lighting to а minimum , 
In fact some people do not {110ninate the individual tanks at all, with fancy 
The main one, of course, is to keep costs down, Also, iov lighting has 
Aa this ia а temporary effect, under 
v, which ts definite ad- 
vantage when shoving or selling your guppiga, Another thing = under poor Lighting 
female guppies are not so likely to eat newly born baby guppies aa they would under 
brighter lighting, Low light levele will hinder algae growth from being the nule 
nes it can be with bright lights and ђе Мага water temperatura ao necessary for 
good puppy growth, 


As 19 vell known, there are two main types of electric lighting used 
mercial reflectors today, One is by the use of light bulda, called tncandi 

The second is by the ume of light bulbs called fluorescent, Incandescent 

are much cheaper in the orginal cost but can be expensive in electricity consumed 
amd replacement bulbs themselves rather quickly after being installed, If used a 
general fish room Lighting rather than the conventional aquarium reflgetor Light- 
ing, a savings can be used in buying phe longer sizes of lights, Tank reflectors 
use the fifteen and twenty watt tubes but. those are relatively short to cover a 
single tank, If the four foot, fort; watt fluorescent fixtures and tubes are 
adapted to а row of tanks, the first сове wil] be about the ame, but there will 
be a distinct oavings {п the number of lighta needed, Besides, replacement tub 
ani those are seldom needed, cost about the wane no matter the Length, 


So to illuminate a large number of guppy tanka, once again a cowpronioe situa- 
tion artoes, I do believe this, If aquatic plants sre not needed in each and 
every guppy tank, by all means usa а suspended line of long fluorescent fixture 
These can be kept sone distance above the tanka thenselves and still give enough 
lipht to see the fish, Generally speaking, this will not be enough light to raise 
plants unless ie 1з boosted by additional lighting directly over the plants then 
selves, Even then a goodly number of hours per day for these Lights to burn will 
be needed, 


In our very firat section, I mentioned the ideal guppy breeding room of my 
choice would have some means of introducing natural Lighting and a means to control 
the amount of this, If there is some мау to enhance guppy-coloring other than by 
day-light, I have yet to see it, right natural light enhances all colors and the 
best artifical lighting only affects certain опов, if at all, If it would be 
possible to introduce diffused daylight to guppy tanks the amount of artifical 
Light necessary would be reduced, plants could be green and better guppies vould 
result from the more natural condition, 


Certainly, thia should have a controllable day-light such ae that from several 
shaded windows or possibly a cky-light, Bright sunlight vould have to be elimine: 
ted if in quantity due to the likelihood of "green water" rosulting from this. 
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GUPPIES AND LiGWTING-PLANTS..,., 


Green water is fine for baby guppies but it surely does detract from the viewing 
necessary to see what is going cn in the guppy tank, 1 remember visiting a small 
pet shop at one tine that was owned and operated by ап elderly couple and one of 
the things they did have vas a well lit shop and growing green plants galore and 
‘due, I have no doubt, to the presence of large show windows across the 

front of the shop, А11 the fish were exceptionally good looking and the old pentle- 

m attributed this in part to the large amount of daylight available to his tanks, 
Since that day I have gradually come to believe that this fact is at least partly 
true from пу ow experience, 


In speaking of natural conditions, there is one fact that several sumera of 
experimenting has proven true, Good, fancy guppies cannot be bred in outdoor ponds, 
Even 1f thene а: tivily smail in size, the necessary control fa impossible to 
obtain, Another fact that shows up results quickly is the guppies tend to become 
excoedingly wild with poor results as compared to the same fish under aquarium 
controlled conditions, The tails become frayed quickly, tho bodies of both males 
and females become long and rangy which dye not so bad in itself aa thie can be 
overcome after the fish are brought inside, but tho fish raised in this way are 
inferior in most respects to the nore domestic raised fish, Only one thing im- 
proves in the guppy under certain conditfong--the coloring. Bluen and greens be 
cone especially ovt~standing, but red coloring becomes a purer red but mot ав dark, 
This may be due to either the daylight aleng. or possibly due to more natural diet. 
later on, under foods and feeding ve will discuss it at greater length, 


In the last few years: the development’ of the so-called plant proving Cluores- 
sent light has made а big impression on guppies and there haa been much pro*and-con 
argumenta ав to whether the light [s bemofjcfal or actually harmful to puppies, 

^ single comparison will show the difference in the appearance of puppies under this 
light and the color enhancement £o wonderful, What ve mro interested in to the long 
range effectu--if any-=of thio type of Lighting, Without up-setting anyone unduly, 
I'd Like to say this ~ I don't believe the advantages of the plant-geowing Light 
аге great enough to overcone the possible effect of long hours of intensified ultra- 
violets may effect the breeding habits of puppies, Te just {n't worth the chance 
to use it over breeding tanks, Over a display tank I cannot see anything vrong 
Other than making guppive appear bettor than they actually are which could fool 

the inexperienced eye, 


In the regular kinda of tubes in the fluorescent fixture, there are tvo main 
kinda, The so-called daylight tube and the cool and warm whiten, All seem to work. 
equally vell, Floating water sprite does vell under all these typen but the sub- 
yerged botton reowing planta do better under the warm white lamps or tubes, This 
За attributed to the richer amounta of infra-reds thrown off by thts kind of tube, 
Аа compared to the incandescent bulbs, the comparison is poor because the Light 
intensity is just not there, If plants are wanted, I'é advise the addition of a 
reflectorized incandescent bulb of 50 watts, or:more over the tank containing plants, 
Even then many hours а day will be necessary to grow plants efficiently if planted, 
less if floating plants are desired, 

Once again I shall stick my'neck out and say this, Every time I have added 
growing aquatic planta to пу tanks of puppiez-«no matter the color or kind of 
suppies, they have done better all around, There аге many reasona for this in- 
provement but I have never definitely proved beyond беч, that they are the only 
теазопа to mke better guppies, Perhaps all.t.. ':..ie reasons can be lumped 
together to give this general definition, Uhen 9 tank of guppies are оо balanced

with the conditions necessary to grow good green aquatic plants, the conditions 
are also correct to grow good puppis 


What kind of vater plants are best to keep with fancy guppies? Sincerely I 
can say "I do mot know for certain," Floating masses of hormvort are possibly the 
‘easiest to grow for lots of people and with the least amount of light, Baby guppies 
can hide well in this type and seem to like to pick at it between feedings, If 
bare tanks are used a small amount of gravel piled in a corner or а pot of sofl 
and gravel must be used to hold growing plants, All methods work if sufficient 
light s present and just about any commonly seen aquatic plant can be grown, A 
fact to be faced by all hobbyists is the dafinite knack necessary to master the 
art of plant groving, Sone people сап prov beautiful Amazon svord plants but fail 
every time in trying to grow valioneria, Some people grow hige паннен of floating 
water sprite but cannot get it to grow at all when planted, I have seon Many 
breeders with their tanks overcrowded with bladder-vort and hair-grass. I cannot 
grow itat all, So a little trial and error is necessary to find the plant beat 
suited to your particular conditions, It 10 well worth tho effort when the prov- 
ing greenery is seen with some well-coloreó guppies.

those around the person with the disease, But there lš perhaps а more subtle

When I say people work for that card, Y do mean WORKI! The observer 
craning over those too tall, soft speaking judges = watching little fish on 
the bottom shelf, The assistant judge standing there with judges who have their 
card arguing this fish's color, shape or whatever - opposed to the one right be- 
side it, and maybe going over the reasons several tines, Those are the obvious 
areas of work, But the work also shows up other ways, like = when you ait down 
after standing on the concrete floor; having worn the wrong shoes for standing

There are distinct advantages to being а judge, too, You get’ to mill around

Pirot, 1 have never experienced a apan not having some percentage of bad egga, 
Obviously, this percentage vill vary from batch to batch with an occasional spawn 
being lost completely due to fungus, To increase the number of hatchable egga you 
might try the following: 
1. Une a reliable fungus retardant such aa methlyne blue, DameA-Plavin, 
— ote, and follow the recommended dosage explicitely. 
2, Increase the male-emale ratio by using at least tvo males for each 
female, 
3, Use younger (but sexually matured) males im your breeding families, 
4. Try removing the egge (a single-edged razor blade will do the trick) 
and hatching then in clean tap water with fungus treatment rather than 
alloving them to hateh in dirty aquariun water,

Make oure that you have a few plump females and some males, Whon I try to 
орама these catfish I use 3 females and about 5 males, 1 try to keep them alone 
in а 10 gallon or 15 lon tank, 1 feed then plenty of tender viteles (cat food), 
micro-worms and tubifex worms, I change the water every 3 days and use a little 
salt, Keep a close eye on the tank glass, They like to lay their eggs on the 
side of the tank or on the bottom, If the eggs are all over the tank I either 
take the catfish out or I put a separator between the egge and the parents,

WHAT TO DO WHEW THE BABIES ARRIVE 


Ла that glaseto literary style called "True Confessions", I must begin by 
telling you that my reason for writing all ay lurid sins down (for Cod and vho- 
ever) is во that I may prevent sono poor unsuspecting beginner from following my 
sane disgusting footsteps, If I can save ono soul from my fate, it will have 
been worth it! There are somethings that my back iséues of the bulletin and my 
wother never told mo, 


My advisor, John Wolcott (former IGA Prosident, now residing here in Texas) 
had told me how to acclimatiza my nevly arrived fish, You float them in the tank 
to even the water temperatures first, Then, by adding small amounts of water 
(approx, 2 ounces) from the tank to the shipping vater the fish are in at 10 or 
15 minute intervals until they are in over half tank water, You get them used 
to the ph balance of your tank this way, He may have warned me about a fev other 
hinge too, but being so intoxicated wiih all my new found knowledge it may have 
slipped by ue, 


My Story Begins: When tho weather god "II" looked as if he wouldfinally be nice, 
I got fm touch with the ТРОА breeder up North who vas to send me my vory firat 
good strain of fish, "IT" had boon "nice" up there too, во the breeder gald he 
would mail my fish the following Monday, He also told me that he vas sending ne 
eleven fish, not just threo! Four strains in all!! I was so excited! 


1 hurried to get my tanks set up to age пу water, One thing no one ever 
telle а beginner 16 how to test a tank for leaks, 1:7 one of thos thinga that 
know», — Advice Мо, 1: Bon! 


svarvone Don't waah the tank before vou teat it. 

I did and found that they all leaked, “Thon І dtscoverdd that by washing the d 
Off them (as any "neat" person vould do) 1 had gotten water under the molding on 
the outside, Even though I had wiped then dry, this water gradually oozed out 
wotting the paper tovels I had set tho tanks on to detect any loako, Being 
brilliant as I am, it only took me 3 or 4 "leaking" tanks to discover what va 
happening, After that, nono were found to leak, (I had to retest tho "зоа" 
and found then quite sound) Amazing, 


I set up five 5 gallon tanka, ful] of vater, Lined side-to=side on the top 
of one of my angle iron racks, Their filters perked happily, Tho little atre 
lines hoses to each tank мега neatly held together by kitchen tio-wraps into a 
Cable along the rear of the tanks, It as magnificiant!! 


It vas now timo to do that simple little teat "overyone" already knows how 
to do (except me), John Wolcott explained a lot about it to me, but "talking 
about" is not the same as "doing". Armed with n; Wacdley's Super Senior Deluxe 
Fil Test Kit, I throw caution to the vind and did my first test, I would like to. 
take a survey among the veteran breeders on "Нои long did it take you to pet that 
"sweet" Little glans visl exactly 4 foll of tho water you first testel/" It's 
such a cute innocent looking thing! It either sucked itself full or empti. 
completely as I tried to get it only half full, It probably has something to do 
with the setting up and breaking of the "surface tension" in the vial, АШ I 
Imo io, 16 took mo 5 minutes, 


Then, comes the blue stuff (brono thymol blue, says the plastic flip-top 
bottle), "Put 1 drop into the half full vial, What could be sinplert?

1 was afraid that the blue stuff would cosa out too fast when I tilted the bottle 
over the vial, (I also didn't know that you can center the little raised edge 

where the drop ia to cone out, by resting tho bottle right on the vial itself be- 
fore you aqueaze out the drop}, So, holding the bottle at "long distance", hoping 
to center it over the vial before this drop "ran" out, I quickly tilted the bottle, 
It not only DID NOT run out, but I soon found out that no ordinary little squeeze 
Vas going to get it to drop either, Bracing my "vial hand" on the table and my 
"blue stuff hand" on my "vial Hand", I centered everything up and squeezed Like 
"Pheii! Qut popped the elusive blue drop which hit the side of the vial and cane 
to rest exactly half vay between the water line in the half full vial and the top. 
I tried tapping and stomping and temper tantrums but there it stayed, I do NOT 
recommen! tilting the vial to catch such a drop, Dump it before it dumpa you! 


Texas vater ís dark bluo and 1s no where near the chart provided, Blue means 
"Alkaline", You add Sodium Biphosphate to make it turn moro yellow which means 
the water in "Acid", You add Sodium Bicarbonate (baking soda) to yellow to make

Someday І intend to propose that the IFGA use this chart it for color 
blindness for judges! My eyes vero crossing each time I tested after an addition 
sodium biphosphate, The instruelons in the kit aren't clear about how much to 
to effect a change, во I had to keep adding and testing many tines, (Blue is 
no longor my favorite color), 


T managed to overshoot neutral into the yellov range, naturally, It didn't 
that I could have just added ac 
the other cute litelo

marked the bags so I could match the right males and females together, I started 
the acclinatizing procedure, Thad ever

reed, package, "IT" 
started turning cold again, The malos of tvo of the strains vore D,O.A, The 
breeder said he'd send reinforcements to my rescue, I can't get over how nice 
TEGA people are, Still it was a sad monent to sce fish so beautiful, but dead, 
Such miehaps in mailing are rare, I understand, 


Once the acclimstizing routino vas completed, I sat back to admire the 
survivors, They seemed a bit nervous and skittery = "Spooky" is a good word, 
The strain #1 male and twò females just hung there not doing much, ‘the pregnant 
female in the strain #2 tank was attacking the catfish, then the male or not 
pregnant female, which aver vas closest to her, The strain #3 singlo female looked 
back at me accusingly as did the two "widows" in strain #4, Sone of them ran 
up and down the tank sides ав if trying to escape, No one vas hungry, 


"They'll feel better in tho morning after а good rest fron their trip", I 
thought, We all vent to bed, The next morning, thay vere worse, The male in 
strain #1 ves hang-tatled near the bottom, Strain #4 and #3 were bulking clanp- 
failed in the corners, and the strain #2 male vas gone, GONE??? Oh, no!

RAISING WHITE WORMS by Everett Gold 


l'a sorry that I don't know the Latin пава for these white worms, and I 
suppose that I should because I have been raising these vrigaly little critters 
for quite a few years; but I figure that the advantage is mine ie they don't 
know пу name either and I'm feeding them to my fish and not vice-versa, 


I use several standard styrofoam shipping containers that vere used for 

transporting fish. Their measurements are appro, 164 to 17" square, about 

9 to 9k inches tall with the lid and about 7/8" thickness of the styrofoam, 

This holds four cultures which were plastic À gallon round ico ct 

containers, Thale measurements ate approx, бї O.D, x 4i" deep 

асе filled vith Spaghnum Peat Moss, approx, i full or about 2" to 24" deep, 
lhould be moistened good and damp, don't have it vet enough that you 
water out of it or you are putting too much moisture in your medium, 


very once in а while I either sell or give avay a culture of worm and this 
gives me an opportunity to change containers and add a handful of dry Spaghnum 
Peat Moss at the bottom of the container to absorb excess mofatur 

many

You also have а choice of many containers including plastic shoe or sweater 
boxes, etcs, and the amount of cultures that you keep dependa enti 
I know of a fellow vho raises these 
clusively for this 4 the control on the box has been changed to keep a 
temp ‘good growth, 


Periodically, I change the k to V" layer of newspaper that I put in the bottom 
ОЕ the styrofoam containers because it will absorb the sweating of the melting of 
the ice in the containers, This super wetted paper can be used to good advantage 
am food for raising earth worms in styrofoam containers, (more Later), 


Getting back to мса worms and the temperature, If you change the ice as I 
haye recommended, you will find that your temperature vill fluctuate from 309 to 
70° or even higher L£ you are lax about changing ica containers, When vhite vorne 
are brought down to temperatures of 45° to 50° and below, they become very slug» 
gish and do not do mich of anything, When these same woma are brought up eo 
higher temperatures they become very active, When these same worms reach 70° or 
above they become 14stlesa and L€ left at high temperatures for any extended period 
of time they will die, They can endure short periods of high temparatores, These 
sane critters can only endure excessive molsture for a short periód of tini,

If the moisture is excessive and the temperatura is 709 or abobe the worms 
will coma to the top of the container and even crawl over the rim and cut of the 
container to eventually die, I have been told that sone people have been success- 
ful in raising these worms using oatmeal, onion sking; carrots, potato peelings 
and various other things as food for the worms, and don't use coffea grounds and 
carrot peelings or anything that will mold because you are fighting a losing 
battle and the mold that you are getting isn't penicillin, Don't use Rye bread = 
Whole Wheat bread = Multigrain bread - or Ruder broad or anything besides plain 
cheap white broad and active yeast and water, 


Vhen feeding your cultures, please don't = for your own sake = use anything 
but white bread, vitch can be hamburger or weiner buna and active dry yeast = 
Fietaboan's, Red Star, El Molinos, or you name it brand, according to your locality, 
Use approximately package of Fletshaana's dry yeast to ко $ slices of white 

bread and enough vater to saturate the bread, Place À slice of securated yeast 

bread on top of each culture and then place a plastic Lid fron a coffee can =

Xf you can keep a few catfish in each of your aquariums as I do, you von't 


have to be worried about overfeeding, as they will eagerly consume any that the 
* worms are very fattening and should be fed only in 
‘conjunction with live baby brine shrimp or any other food that fo not binding, 


There may be some little ambulatory flying thinga that you may get with your 
white worm cultures, Don't worry, as thay will stay with your cultures and you 
won't find them upstairs in your home, I have never soen thaso vorms éutdoore 
and I am of the firm opinion that you vill be best satisfied if you get a et. 
culture from a friend = or buy one at а pet shop,

Hermaphrodite Guppy: This is a female which suddenly developed color and a 
gonopodium, It is probably sterile, Why? 


The most useful homone io methyl te Be careful vhen buying 
females with too much color, 


Colors in guppies are normally sex limited, sox limited or not, means the 
female does not shov much color, except in a couple of isolated strains, A hor- 
mone overdose given to the female, will only result in her showing colors that 
she carries, in her developing a false gonopodium and a fantastic spure in growth. 
The fish vill never be normal again, 


‘These people play with them во much and throw everything out of proportion, 
во that the strain can not become normal, Like with some strains, do you realizo 
how many generations the pink guppy went through before the fish was really pink 
and it still is not a fixed strain??? 


ANSWER, by Warren Burke 


Well, for one thing, sex changing isn't rare in these color straina like the 
pink (the pingus in which this strain is called), Also, golds are even moro prone 
to change their sex, in the early stages quite frequently they develop what 
Called a gonopodium, ALL light pigment casting strains develop in ono tino or 
another а gonopodium, These will develop in several females at th 
3 months of The first signa take place in young males, They become plump 
Like the female at the age of 2 months, then they start to develop а gonopodium 
like the male, This isn't raro at all - vhat you have to slack up on {e ine 

Light pigment strains, You have to line breed, but you must 
know what lines to cross into or you vill burn out, sort of speaking, the strain

TISUDOMS - SUMMERTIME (VENTILATION) by Peter Tedasco 


Bverybody knows how to heat a fish room, We basically do just the reverse, 
For both you need propor air circulation, Мога so in the summertime, Why? 


You cannot control the heat in the sumer, because of the gun and you are 
mot at hose, Та the winter tine I have three thermometers in various parta of 
the гооп to record the temperature, I apply the same method in the sumer, 
because now I want to keep the heat off the ceiling, 


I place а thermometer hanging from the coiling about 3" from the top, I 
have a 12" fan that circulates the air around the room and one fan for exhaust 
im the window, If you prefer, put ona in the ceiling that will vent to the out- 
aide through the roof, They are not that expensive, but need to be installe 
correctly, This ia the best way to keep the heat and humidity off tha ceiling 
and out of the room, especially for the top tanks, These are the ones that will 
feel the heat the most, 


1f you have a door at ono end, and it is screened, then open a window a 
the other end and air the room out during the day, All you will need then ia 
a small floor fan to do the job, Make sure all heaters unite are off completely, 
including the pilot Light, This only adda to the heat in the room during the 
daytime hours

Allow plenty of time for delivery, Aix Mail Special Delivery, at one 
time, was a fairly dependable way to ship, This year exhibitors have

things that vould be said, Thý deciding point iat First get soft water with a 
of not more than 100рри CaCo2, The softer the water the easier and

With such soft water at hand you can attain the desired veakly acid PH value 
by adding dilute phosphoric acid or hydrochloric acid (10% solution). But do mot 
expect your live plants to tolerate this, They most certainly will die,

know it ia not neutral (7,0) and sonétines might be alkaline, But what I do to

with the light shining on 10, it looked like a jewel, It took very little tine 
until Arnold had the most beautiful multi colored fish, Later on he gave me sone 
of those multis derived from that one particular green ftoh that gave the beauti- 
ful coloring they had, But after I bred then I realized that Arnold vould not 
have them long for even when you cull a lot it does not take the place of control- 
led breeding, Arnold could breed almost any kind of fish but having so many irons 
in the fire, he finally had to give them up,

This is why all true champion breeders have on hand several 
tanks for their virgin females and males alike, Take this simple advice and you 
will maintain the strain you like best, You will be rewarded 100 tines over,

CHLORINE: PRID OR FOL By Robert J. Winkler 


There was a cartoon in the Post-Dispatch about a year ago that you may romonbo 
It depicted w woman standing at tho sink with a glass in her hand apparently get- 
ting ready to take a drink from the tap, Looking at her husband she asks, "ley 
John, do you think there is any water in these here chemicals!" It struck me 
being rather funny at the time, but the underlying overtones express many indivi- 
duals! doubts about the quality of our drinking vater supplies, expecially in 
light of recent findings of trace amounts of chlorinated organic compounds and 
other possibly carcinogenic compounds in potable water supplies. 


‘As tropical fish breeders ve cannot but be concerned about the quality of 
water ve're using to raise our fish in; the problem is we cannot communicate with 
our freshwater friends to find out what type of environment they prefer, or how 
they vill react totally to changes in their aqueous environment, What ve do notice 
are the drastic effects (losing a whole tank of fish by changing too much vater at 
One timo with fresh tap water) produced by acute changes in one or 

ог physical parameters in the water, What I vould like to do in this 

articles {а to take one or two of these paramaters at a time, and fron a water 
chentatry viewpoint, discuss the cause ind interactions exhibited by 
these chemical properties, Ultimately, what I hope you'll understand is that the 
quality, quantity, and health of our fish can be affected just as much or mora by 
What ve do to our tanks from the оша! by the quality of the tap vater we 

use to replenish our tanks vith, 


Before I begin with the articles topic, Chlorine, I would like to give a 
little background information about the sourco of St, Louis tap water, St, Louis 
draws ita drinking water fron three sources: The Missouri River, the Mississippi 
River and the Meramec River, City water comas from the Mississippi River with 
Occasional backup supplies being purchased from the County Vater Department, 
County water comes fron plants draving fron the Missouri and Meracec Rivers, It 
fa my personal opinion that oor overall vater quality here in St, Louis i9 
tremely good as potable waters go, considering that the drinking water ve use i» 
treated aesthotically, chemically, and biologically for the primary purpose of 
human consumption; hence, modern day treatment {а somevhat complex using setting 
techniques, floculation, filtration, fluoridation and chlorination to name just a 
few of the applications, Because of this, certain treatments and modifications 
must be made in order to adapt tap water for tropical fish to live in, Such fac- 
pil, temperature, dissolved oxygen, alkalinity, hardness 
heavy metals, suspended solids, light intensity and avai 
аге ali important and interdependent for optimum growth condition 


What about chlorine and tts relationship to tropical fish, We know that mole- 
cular chlorine (612) їе not a normally occuring substance in natural waters, We 
also know that chlorine in its elemental or hypochlorite form is an extremely 
strong oxidizing agent, and as such serves primarily in the destruction of haraful 
bacteria when applied as a disinfectant to potable waters, Tho County Mater Depart- 
ment as part of its treatment utilizes chlorine gas аз a compressed liquid and re- 
leases it to the water supply at several different points in the treatment scheme, 
Upon contact with vater the chlorine undergoes hydrolysis to form the weak acid, 
hypochlorous acid. —

At pil above 3, elemental chlorine ia almost negligible and the-predominant species 
are hypochlorous acid and the hypochlorite ion, These three forms of chlorine, 
elemental, hypochlorous acid, and the hypochlorite ion are known as free available 
chlorine, This type of chorination is very affective, but chlorine is hard to keep 
im solution at a level that will satisfy the chlorine requirement and chlorine de-

These forms of chlormine are referred to as combined available chlorine, After

No of the most comson of these are constipation and indigestion, Thia is 
due to improper or feeding of one type of food too much, 


Occasionally а fish becomes constipated or is subject to a forn of blackage 
1n the intestines, Tha fish becomes generally off ite habit of eating and refus 
to eat, becomes then and swims with fins closed, In this case, the fish should be 
put into a small tank by itself and treated with Epaom salts added to the water. 
TE this чотка, the fish will pass heavy excrete, While tho fish is being treated, 
‘change vater and feed live food for a few days 


If thio does pot work, there is а possiblity the fish may have internal 
growths or parasites, отш, At this point it vould be humane to destroy tho fish. 


Indigestion is usually caused by wrongful feeding = such as excessive feeding 
of dried foods or it can be caused by constipation, Indigestion can be recognized 
by а swollen belly, air bubbles in the басов and general sluggisnness, It 4s not 
а serious complaint, but needs speedy action or it may load to a more serious 
condition, The treatment would be the same as for constipation.

Procedures and rules, We all had a common goal, to improve the judging standards, 


At the present tine complaints are few and far between, Occasionally a judge 
will goof up but the great majority of them are very impartial and conscientious 
in thete judging. 


As an organization ve have been very fortunate in the caliber of people we 
have had in our phase of the hobby, Not only as interested competitors and by- 
standera but a» judging teams and board members, 1 have received much of the 
credit for setting things up, and for this I say - thank you, but I do feel that 
without our delegates and fellow board membere who have contributed a lot of work 
and many suggestions, our present system would mot have worked, 


Our standards have stood the test of time and while they aro not perfect 
they are the best in the fish hobby today. 


BIOGRAPIN OF JUDGING, , 


Our training program which consists of seminard, observation and {f you will, 
on job training with qualified judges seeus to be very successful, It is safe to 
say that no matter where an L,P.G.A, show is held your Fish will be properly judged, 


The judging "Bue Book" ia an invaluable tool in learning how your fish vill 
be judged. And I would recomend to anyone seriously thinking about show compe- 
tition to obtain a copy. While not everyone can or may even vant to be a judge it 
wil pay you to learn all you can about judging to better raise the typo of fish 
to follow the standards and give you that: "FIRST PLACE TROPHY",

A SURVEY OP ТЕЕ GUPPY ay aifend Lange 
175 HISTORY AND DEVELOPMENT Footnotes by Midge Bill 


The inspiration to write an introductory article on guppies dates back not only 
to the course requirement of a tera paper, but also, and perhapa more specifically 
to an experience {п a local pet shop: A mother had taken her son, on what vas 
obviously a long promised visit, to see tho tropical fish in the aquarium. Typical 
of a 6 or 7 year old, this little boy asked questions that his mother could not or 
declined to anaver in public, ",,,what la a guppy and why are there so many babies 
in this one aquarium and none in апу of the others!" Needless to say, I was moved 
by such Anquesitiveness and inspired to begin this paper with the question, "What 

is а Guppy?" 


А guppy can be many things to different people, Primarily, it io a small, 
fresh-water, tropical fish belonging to the classification of viviparus" (bearing 
living young), It ís an omnivorus surface feeder. The guppy {a one of tho most 
common tropical fish that {a raised in aquarium ail over the world, 


‘As a pet in a bowl, the guppy has introduced many children and adults to the 
thrilling experience of seeing a female bearing live young in the very view of tho 
most inquisitive eyes of the observers, Because of bearing Living, free-swimming 
young, the guppy is an educational assot in answering the puzzling questions con- 
cerning birth to the curious and searching mind of a child, 


то both the hobbyist and the research scientist, the common guppy male has pro- 
vided a challenege in entablishing theories, т, hich would govern 
heredity. Though extensive work has been done by sclentieste and layman alike in 
establishing constant inherited traits from generation to generation in this genus 
of tropical fish, much work etill desires to be completed or perfected, Аи example 
the albino and all-black guppy. To the professional guppy breeder and the hobbytat 
alike, it is the male, with his glorious and aplendid spectrum of rich colors, vho 
Provides the beauty and variety in the aquarium, Thus, with the preceding dei 
sription im mind and more to follow, one can truly aay that a guppy (а indeed a 
little fish of much interest and many characteristics, 


The history of this colorful species iu perhaps not as vell known to as many 
people as itu common naue, "guppy". Yet, the guppy has not been known to tho Wan- 
tern world for nore than 105 yearu, Though the guppy 1а now also known by fta uni- 
fied scientific name, "Lebiates reticulatus", Lt took scientists nearly 50 years to 
agree on tho classification, 


In 1866, am English naturalist, Lechmere Guppy, living at that tine in Trinidad 
snd collecting plante, found вош small fish swimming ne surface of a pond and 
sent specimens of his find to the British Museum, The curator of fish at the 
British Museum, Albart Guenther, named the unusual little fish "Girardinus Cuppii" 
in honor of Lechmere Guppy and Charles Girard, an American ichthyclogiet. Under 
the scientific nane "Coppit became known in 1066 to English and 
German Aquariats, Prior to Lechmere Guppy, two other scientists also had found a 
similar kind of amall fish and each named it differently. One of these vas Herr 
Peters, a German scientist, We obtained his fish from Venezuala and named then in 
1853, "Poectlia reticulata", Poecilia meaning "little variegated fish", and reti- 
culata, "netted", 


Another man also to name the now common guppy was de Filippi, an Italian, De 
Filippi obtained hts fich from tho West Indian Island, Barbados, ‘Apparantly he, 
too, thought he bi! discovered a new fish, and mamed it in 1861, "Lebiai 
poeciloides". De "iip vas the first tó use the term "Lebistes" by which the 
guppy 1з nov know: in scientific descriptions, 
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À SURVEY OF THE GUPPY, 


At first it was believed by scientists of the late 1900's, that Guppy, Peters 
amd De Filippi had discovered different species of fish, hence the different 
scientific descriptions came about, But in 1913, C. Tate Ragen, an ichthyoligist 
at the British Museum, conducted а study of the three appearingly different species, 
As a result of this study, Ragen discovered "., that che structure of the male. 
anal fim, or gonopodium, vas a valuable index in finding relationships between 
members of this group of Fish," Thus, Ragen classified all three groups of fish 
into one, and he mane them "Lebiates Reticulatus", By this scientific description, 
the once controversial little fish is still so listed in professional literature, 
But it is far better known by its common universal паре "Guppy", to many people 
all over the vorld, (Note 41) 


The vild guppy а its natural environment is not limited to Trinidad, Ve 
aula, and the island of Barbados, but it also has been found in the Gutanas and 
parts of Brazil, When it became known that the wild guppy ate mosquito larvae as a 
major diet in its wild state, the British Colonial Office and other governmental 
offices introduced this fish in many parte of the world, Since the guppy, or 
"eillion fish", as it also was called because of the rapid increasing ability, doe 
only thrive in tho tropics to ald in the control of mosquitoes, Thus, 
guppies can be found wild in such countries as Mexico, Cuba and the Southern parta 
of the United Stat 


The idea of keeping fish in aquariums vas not new to the Europeans, Herbert 
Axalrod, in hia book "Tropical Fish as A lobby", on page 211 describen fish being 
kept for reasons other than breeding, 


“the earliest record of putting fish into glass containers comes down to us 
from the Romans of the first century, They did not do this to keep the fish alive, 
but rather to watch their change of color ав they died." 


The first man to keep and breed the wild guppy in aquariums vas a collector 
fron the British Museum, Captain J,A.M, Vipan, He te credited with inter-breeding 
the guppy from Trinidad, Venezula, and Barbados for the first time, Captain Vipan'a 
accomplishment contributed to science the knowl 
different species of fish меге intorfertil 
but rather sub-apecte! 


Captain Vipan's accomplishment мав indeed of great importance, Folloving the 
year 1909, numerous other guppy fanciers in England, Germany, Sweden and other 
countries in Europe bogan to breed the common (wild) guppy for ita rainbow variety 
of colors, 


In a comparatively short period of time, after the guppy gained popularity, 
many dlatingutahably different varieties vere produced by interbreeding, in-beeed- 
fg, Mne-breeding and crossbreeding, In turn the necessity for clasotfying and 
ng The guppy, or "rainbow" and "peacock fis! 
(os it also vae called), vas identified by a maler of different methods. One 
method used to distinguish differences in guppies vas the coloring of the caudal 
fin (tall), such as blue, red, green and black, Other methods stressed the mark- 
nga (apota or Lines) on the body of the malo. Yet another vay to describe a guppy 
in by the shape of his tail and his color. Thus, Vetltail-blue, delta tail-red, 
fan tail-groen, etc, 


Note #1 - Apparently Herr Peters earlier claim vas eventually recognized since the 
Guppy's scientific name is now Poecilia reticulata,

А SURVEY OP THE GUPPY, 


As ie the general rule of almost all animals, the male guppy is the gorgeous 
опе, rich in color, and personality wise, the most outstanding of this species, 
As an exception to the general rule of aninals, the male {а inferior in size to the 
fenele guppy in the wild variety, But he does more than make up for this inferior- 
ity when he displays his brilliant colors by performing his dance in pursuit or 
courtahip to the female 

"Perhaps one of the most unusual characteristics of a male guppy ie," 
M, Morrison (a noted Benton Harbor fancier of guppies) pointed out to me in 
conversation, "that unlike most any other type of wale, he tolerated any number of 
his own mex {п his immediate surroundings", Possessing this kind of personality, 
the male guppies may be kept in a tank, apart from any females, and still act and 
thrive without showing any apparent differences, Thus, one can create and display 
an eye catching view of an unusual blend of rich, unequaled colora, Each male 
guppy im as different in color variation as compared to one man's finger print 
Tesenbling the others, yet being different in a number of vay 


as Mr. 


With reapect to the requirement of this paper and the inquisitivonoss of a 
child, it has been my objective thus far to describe the guppy fron an introductory 
standpoint, by far, not even attempting to provide answers to any specific questions, 
44 about the common guppy, almost апу one who has ever 
"Il have additional, unpublished 
information to add, Thus the conclusion of the common or wild guppy points to yet 
another sub-clasatfication of Lebiptes reticulatus, tho "fancy guppy". 


The history of the fancy-tailed guppy, as Me, Morrison calls them, does not 
date very far back into the past and gocs back to 1908 vhen guppies were firat 
brought into England, In fact, the achievement of developing fancy, large-tailed 
male guppies Le credited to men of our present century, As the term "fancy" sug- 
gesta, this type of guppy ia a result of man's effort to constantly improve tha 
basic stock that nature uniquely has provided to populate the universe, Because 
of Vipan's original inter-brooding of the once differently named sub-specíes of 
fish, the history of the wild guppy vas momentarily interrupted, and the fancy 
виру had {ts birth. 


While scientists conducted numerous studies of these biological freaks in 
order "to learn а Little about their variation", several amateur scientists pio- 
noored in the development of the fancy puppy. 


The first of such carly pioneers in America was a medical doctor of Amporo, 
New Jersey, Dr. Abba, Since Dr, Abba vas a scientist, and therefore familiar with 
heredity, he vas able to develop sone rather large size fancy guppies of the Trini- 
dad variety, His breed became known as "Abba strain" during the 1930's and 1940's 
À possible reasonable answer to Dr, Abbe success of. producing such outstanding 
guppies in his time is best described by one of the authors of Guppi 


"e (Dr. Abs) gave common Trinidad guppies {deal conditions and lat them grow 
to their maximum sise, Even in nature I have collected many kinds of puppie 

some strains are smali, while others aro large, all depending, of course, on the 
suitability of their habitat, Giant guppies collected by me in British Guiana 
were easily sold ав Abbe strain... people thought that Abba was merely breeding 
from these large fish... they soon changed their minds, When they tried to breed 
large guppies from the stock brought in, they were terribly disappBinted, 
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À SUWVEY-OF-iR GUPPY, ... 


ooy now that the environment in itch guppies ата apris Just as important as 
their inheritance... (In the natural state, Fenalse get to be fron 14 to 3 inches, 
males from 1 to lj inches in length), 


At the same period of time, while Dr, Abbs was employing tho method of 
"selective breeding" (whereby one selects tho best male and crosses him with healthy 
virgin females), another man, Paul Hahnel, also became interested in breeding 
guppies, 


Paul Hahnel, a German immigrant, living in the Bronx, Now York and a member of 
the Bronx Aquarium Society, was a cabinet maker by trade and totally ignorant of 
the formal rules of Mendelian inheritance,...Hahnel's "practical" way of breeding 
guppies produced the most outstanding "Veiitatl" varieties, In fact, hia guppies 
were so much more superior to those of other American fancy guppy breeders, that 
the claim te made: ",..probably all vailtall guppi we know them today, came 
from Paul Hahnel'a stock", Thus, the honorary title, "the father of the fancy 
guppy" (aie) has been bestowed on Hahnel, 


Another all tine first of Dr, Abb» van to have an albino guppy appear in his 
inbred stock, This early albino is described uny, golden fish with red eyes 
and lacking in all black pigmentation", Though not Dr, Abby but rather Prank Alger 
developed the albino strain toa fertile, hardy and large variety. 


Goals in guppy development during the 1940's were aimed at long fins and in- 
tense coloration, Among these early professional guppy breeders were such men an 
Hahnel, Sternke, Alger and Wenk, Because of the апра 

tail tino, new varieties, such as pintaile, ewordti 

blue guppies, and finally, black guppios vere developed, Hardly any two brother 
ever look IDENTICAL in ALL characteristics, perhaps, excluding the Golden and Al- 
bino strains, New goals have been get up in striving to accomplish this objective, 
The emphasis now, and as had been in the early development periods of the fancy 
guppy, is till being placed on large and colorful finnage of the male guppy, As 
an additional, perhaps ne to the breeders who breed fancy guppies for 
showing at exhibita, the gone out to strive for identical nales (brothers 
of the same spaviing), 


Me, Morrison, а well-known personality to the professional show breeders of 
the Chicago "Guppy Associates" club, haz informed me recently that "a prize vill be 
‘awarded in the 1964 International Guppy Show at Chicago to the first man to show 
five identical brothers," This may or may not be а very difficult goal to reach, 
depending on the individual breeder, hie stock and his technique, Congratulations 
and for now, a wish of "good luck" to whoever the one may be to achieve such per- 
fection in the fancy guppy. (Note #2) 


Tho general reference term, "guppy", is commonly used to refer to both the 
male and the female of this species of fish, While much is eaid and written about 
the male and his vivid colors, the female guppy has been kept in the background and 
out of the limelight of the aquarium "playboy, Since it is evident that the 
guppies’ popularity i» basically due to the coloration of the male and, only in 
part, to the females! frequent spaning of live young, one cannot replace the uni- 
que position of the female from a genetic point of view,

Others will fall victima of a disease, yet others will die 
because of imperfection ar inability to adjust during the vital periode of chang 
from baby to adult, This is good, because this way only the fittest and those most 
capable to adjust will survive and live to reproduce, 


One particular strain of guppies, the Golden or Albino, vould perhaps not 
survive in nature, ав tho mother of this strain, more so than any other variety, 
will eat her young almost as soon as thay are born or shortly thereafter, In order

to raise albinos, the breeding trap is an aid in saving the young, Whether the 
Lighter color or just their lack of instant adjustment ability is a factor of being 
easy prey, Mr, Morrison was not certain; but it is a known fact that he has lost 
more than ene spawning, Perhaps, because of these Inferiorities of this strain, 

ова does not find any albino guppies in the wild, (Wo such finds have been re- 
corded in any of the material used in research for this paper).

Much can atill be maid about numorous other important topics on the guppy, but 
since thin paper is but a survey, omission of highly specialized and expert are 
is essential, Needless to say, in order to get started in a hobby of tropical 
fish--guppias-- one neos to have an aquarium of 5 to 20 gallons of vater capacity 
and go to the neighborhood pet pleasure, information, and education 
obtainable from thia kind of hobby can only be matched by another hobby of equal 
interest, 


In view of the past history of tha Guppy, from the wild and natural state to 
the present highly developed strains, one must indeed beatov much credit on pio- 
meer and modern bredders for producing a little fish of beauty.

dne Breeding. Line breeding is a foru of inbreeding where the closeness of 
relationship in kept at a minimum, After a attain had been developed and "fixed" 
through inbreeding to the point that a good percentage of the offepring carry the 
desired traits, ve would want to switch to some ayatem of breeding that vould pro- 
long the eventual decline or demise of our strain without introducing unwanted var- 
lation, Perhaps the most often used system of Line breeding 1s the "cousin" cron 
Under thia system tuo lines of the same strain are kept in separate tanks. The fry 
from these two lines are reared separtely, When time cones to select new breeding 
stock, the males from one line are paired with tha females of tho other line and 
Vice veraa, By carefully selecting the best of our two Lines for breeders, ve can 
prolong the eventual decline of our fish for several generations without losing the

OPEN LETTER TO THE JUDGING BOARD from Marlyn Johnson 
Subjeett Classification of Show Classon 


As 1 have Hatened to various problems in classifying fish at the shows in the 
last couple of years, I have tried to think of sone vay to provide a method of 
classification not only to solve current probleme, but to provide n mothod which t» 
ТЇЇ, easy to understand, logical and expandable (and shrinkable) to have a clase 
for ай fish, 


Our current method does mich of thia, I would like to see an enhancement to 
ovr current method, particularly in view of the 1981 rule change in the gold class, 


The change in the gold class to be at least 51 percent gold in the body u 
meant to omphasize gold and downplay the red which had come to overshadow the gold, 
Tha many díaqualifications 4n the gold class in 1982 substantiates the excede of 
med, together with the current lack of batter yellow gold when the rod 1а not pre- 
sent, I'm confident the rule change will give us "truer" golds in а year or two, 


However, vhere will the "red" golde go! have personally worked to get good 
red golds for three years, and аа they have improved, the rules changed, I have no 
complaints about the intent of the change (restore roal golds) or the action taken 
to accomplish the change, (revised rules). 


I жаа against the rule change because I felt it was incomplete and left a big 


loose end, The change is getting the red out of the golds, but there is no satis- 
factory class (in ny opinion) for the exiled "red" golds,

To the answer, "they belong in the red class", I say "I don't think mo," They 
аге genetically different in body color, The gray bodied rede are dominant and the 
gold bodiej veds are recessive, Cross any homozygous gray bodied red with any ho- 
mosypous gold bodied red, and all fry will be gray bodied (heterozygous - mixed 
50/50), 


Also, the gold bodied reds tend to be amaller, which will lead to them being 
discarded 1f they have no class except the red class, The color intensity, clarity, 
and total coverage of red (especially in the body) in the gold bodied fish tenda to 
be superior to reds with the underlying gray bodies, I do not wish to see these 
beautiful fish lost to the hobby, Enough of the discussion of golds! On to other 
Problems, While the precision of the current rules leaves plenty of room for апу- 
опо to disagree with mo on the following, I think sy position {з reasonable, 


As ме go across the chart for clamsifying fish, at the right ond vo reach gray 
bodied fish which are then segregated into classes based on caudal color, While I 
have never heard a judge take thie position, nor have aver saen a fish disqualified, 
isn't there a case to be made for disqualifying a gold, blond, silver, or other 
light bodied fish from a gray bodied clann? 


One of tha гопота I cam think of for avolding this issue in the past ie the 
problem of where to put these light body color fish, А007 Hardly = They could 
rarely compete with tha size in a good AOC class, "Oeneralitiew" you nay? 
Correct = so let's get specific, 


1 have seen fairly decont yellows in the yellow claas wbich have tho gray 


not have a gray body, nor have I seen this happen, but with all the 
attention to the golds, why not save the yellows? Why not provide a place for 
blondu, creams, silvers, and other light bodied fish? Why not save the "red" 
olde?’ In two shows, Greater Cleveland and Midwest, thoro мап not any yellow with 
the proper(?) body color, 


Enough of problems! What is the amzwor! I do not have all the auweero, but

tone in my trying to develop this alternative include: 

1) Minimum change in out rules.

Answer to Kovenber'a Question on "White Mites in Crindl Носта", 


We did not receive any response to this question frou our readers (maybe 
everyone was too busy at the annual), but we did find this in "The Fancy Guppy 
Correspondence Glub" publication = January 1971 issue and I believe it vas written 
by George McOropkey, 


Amssor: Any worn culture will eventually become infested with one or several, 
different kinda of flies, mites or the larvae (worm stage) of various flying and 
crawling Insects, Gonerally speaking, they do not hamn the worms directly, but con 
have a haruful Long-term effect by robbing the worms of food, moisture and crowding 
the culture boxes to where the worms cannot compete, Most of these pests also make 
good live fish foods, BUT are quite hard to collect in enough quamity (especially 
in the [lying stagen) to give any great amount of help as а food, Any wort of fly- 
ing irsect can become unwanted as they do fly around and become bothersome, 


Ways to eradicate unwanted intruders in a soll worm culture are possible but 
a little tricky to put into operation, However, here are a couple you can try, 
1) Dampen a mall ball of cotton with fuel oil or kerosene, Place this on the 
5o41 in one corner of your vorm box, It will slowly evaporate and the fumes collect 
over th» colt amd usually will kill off anything but the vorme---vhlch vill burrow 
into th» noil and thus escape the effect», DON'T vet the ball of cotton too much 
or lt will trickle ofl into the woll and this vill kill worms and not make fumes, 
Large boxes my need several such fuel - oil soaked coton balls, 2) Remove th 
cover from a vom box and allow Light to fall on the soll, (Note: A clean pane of 
glans as a cover {в better ao it vill hold any flying buge inside) After a couple 
Of hours of ouch low light, the worms (Grimdl) will move into the 0011, Inoect 
larvae will not, Then by playing a propane torch Lightly and quickly over the 
soil surface you vill kill the larvae but not appreciately bother the моста, If 
you hava no propane torch, use a rolled sheet of newspaper, Lighted, to do the sane 
thing, Or, a cotton ball ‘fastened onto a length of wire (cont hanger) wot with 
lighter fluid, then lighted, 3) A riskier, but more affactent method ta to quickly 
apray the soti aurtace with a fly spray very lightly, Use only а spray that has no 
DOT, malathion or other radical chemical ingredients, (Note Any apray thot uses 
pyrethrum oll £s relatively safe for worms as it kilio mostly flying insecto), 
4) Sema way а dusting of the noil surface with sulphur powder will do the job hut 
it did not work for me, 


1f попе of the above gets rid of the unwanted posts, the only choice ts to 
atart the boxes а пем, Dy carefully, collecting worms by hand that carry no other 
animalo, one cam soavtines start a new clean worm culture, 1 do not recommend it, 
though, as new worm boxes are very slov in getting acclinated and re-started, 


One other small suggestion comes to wind, Апу worm culture can easily turn 
sour Af the worms are over-fed, over-producad or the soil contains a large portion 
of peat moss, (Alkaline soil is beat for all worm boxes). To "suseten" the soil 
add several pinches of agricultural lime, powered chalk or а very sall amount of 
bicarbonate of soda, This dooa not have to be dug in, but if you cam do this in 
the box corners, che action will be quicker (without unduly disturbing the worms), 
A11 of the above hints also applies to white worms but take into account, these are 
best held at lover temperatures than Grindl worme and therefore, are wore sugges- 
tive to other troubles,
